CONDITIONS FAVORABLE. 

The voyage was begun under favora- 
ble conditions. There were a lowering 
sky, rain clouds and a strong side wind 
when the airship left the floating hall 
shortly after 9 o'clock last. night. 

The ship ascended directly for a few 
hundred feet, and passing over’ the 
town of Friederichshafen, proceeded 
northward. 

Barly in the morning the pedple of 
Trouchtlingen, a smal) city in Central 
Bavaria, were awakened by the noise 
of the propellers of the craft, which 
was passing slowly overhead. This 
was the first time the Count had jour- 
neyed over Bavaria, and his arrival, an 
hour and a half later at Nuremberg, 
caused the greatest surprise to thous- 
ands of pleasure seekers, who were pre- 
paring for the holiday excursions. 

The ship maneuvered over the city 
and then a card was thrown out, stat- 
ing that a greater amount of water 
and benzine had been used than was 
expected, and that the craft would de- 
scend to the surface of Lake Dutzen- 
teich, to replenish the water supply. 
This, however, was not carried .out. 
Count Zeppelin continued his cruise 
onward without interruption in a di- 
rect line toward Berlin, passing over 
several towns at a lower altitude than 
when he reached the frontier of Sax- 
ony, where the airship was headed 
straight for -Leipsic.

IFFERENCE IN WAGES. 
A year ago when the Republican National 


of formulating a platform or declaration of princi- 
ples before which they should go to the country for 
support, the tariff plank was the one which brought 
out the greatest divergence of opinion and caused 
the most trouble. The convention was composed of 
a large majority of real Republicans, intelligent 4s 
to party principles and earnestly convinced that the 
protective features of the tariff should be main- 
tained.

American labor. There was something novel in the 
way this factor was expressed.

‘ aceount the difference between labor in foreign coun- 
tries and labor in America as affecting any foreign 
} commodity competing with the home manufacture. 

The American people should clearly realize and 
carefully consider the force of this declaration. W-2 
had a story the other day from London of a 
_ wretched woman recently left a widow and without 
‘| Means, who was fished out of the Thames upon an 
attempt upon her part te commit suicide. It is a 
crime by British law for any person to attempt to 
take his own life. This miserable woman wa; 
brought before the court and there it developed that, 
left destitute by the death of her husband, she had 
attempted to earn her own living. She obtained 
employment in a factory where soldiers’ and sail- 
ors’ uniforms were manufactured on contract with 
the government. A part of the duties of this wom- 
an was to sew buckles on military belts. The holes 
had to be bored with an awl, a slow process, and 
then stitched with large needle and coarse thread. 
} She was paid by the piece. The forewoman of the 
establishment testified that a shilling a day (24 
cents) was the utmost a woman could earn in this 
establishment. This poor, woman never ecarned 
above $2.50 per week. | 

If the tariff act as finally passed should take into 
account the wages paid for making clothing in Lon- 
don and what should prevail in America there will 
be little room for lowering the duties_on ready- 
made clothing from those at present established. 

American labor is brought into competition not 
only with these wages paid in London, but even 
_ lower rates paid in China and Japan. Our people 

have to compete with the lemon growers of Sicily 
and the orange growers of Southern Italy and those 
who cure raisins and olives in Spain. In _ these 
Southern European countries wages run from 10 
cents a day for well-grown boys and gigis to 15 
cents a day for women and 20 cents for men. When 
we go from Malaga or Palermo to Tokio or Shang- 
hai we find these European rates cut in two.

the United States,) is maintained, it will not be the 
United: States Steel Company nor the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company which wil! suffer, but the labor- 
ing classes, meaning all the United States. 


EMENTIA AMERICANA. 

rhere is a widespread impression that a streak 
of unsanity, if not insanity, has taken possession 
of the American people. In the Thaw case a couple 
of years ago Mr. Delmas invented the phrase “De- 
mentia Americana.”

CIENTIFIC TARIFF. 

A set of people who talk more than they 
about the tariff have acquired a new phrase, Their 
clamor is for a “scientific” tariff as distinguished 
from a “political” tariff. 

The task of arranging tariff schedules is placed 
by the Constitution of the United States in the 
hands of Congress; and the Ways oad Means Com:- 
mittee of the House of Representatives is always 
commissioned by law with the arrangement of the 
schedule. This committee reports to the House and 
after due debate the bill is passed and sent to the 
Senate. There it goes through the hands of the 
corresponding committee of that body and is re- 
ported by it to the Senate, when it undergoes the 
fame course as in the* other House. en a con- 
ferehce is held between the committees of both 
branches of the Legislature, and after a number of 
further compromises have been effected, the bill os . 
put upon its final passage and becomes law. 

The only thing political about the tariff thus 
made is that there are two parties in the United 
States, one of whic? believes in a “revenue” tariff 
which shall come as near free trade as possible, and 
the other is a “protective” tariff which provides funds 
to carry on the government, and so lays the duties 
as to protect in the most efficient manner possible 
our own industries from competition with those im 
By “scientific” 


as “political,” mean a tariff bill which would be 
fiamed up by what they call “experts.” Now, the 
members of the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives and the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate are more scientific experts on the 
subject of tariff than any similar number of mea 
who could be picked out in the country. They make 
a broad study of the whole subject. The late Wil- 
liam McKinley, the late Nelson Dingley, Jr., Sereno 
E. Payne, chairman of the Committee of Ways ani 
Means >of the House of Representatives; Senator 
Aldrich of Rhode Island and such scientists could 
stand to be catechised by all the college professors 
im the country, with all the “scientific” knowledge 
they could bring to bear on the subject, and put 
them al! to rout. ( 
What those who clamor for “scientific” taritf 
want is a committee composed of persons, not men:- 
bers of either branch of the National Legislature, 
who shall report to Congress such changes as they 
think proper in the tariff. The difficulty about this 
is how to eliminate politics out of this new commit- 
tee any better than out of the. committees of Con- 
gress. ye they have a commission composed 
entirely of protective Republicans or of free-trade 
Democrats? If that is what they want it is dirfi- 
cult to see how their wishes are to be met. If they 
would have a commission made up equally of mem- 
bers of both the great national parties, it is just —s 
uifficult to see how we shall cut Republicanism out 
of one-half and Democracy out of the other. Com- 
mittees thua composed would be just as “politica!” 
snd no more “scientific” than those at present made 
cp in the two branches of Congress. When it shail 
pave become universally conceded by all citizens of 
ihe United States that protection to our industrie: 
:s the proper basis on which to arrange tariff schcd- 
ules, then we may have a standing committee .: 
recommend slight changes from year to year:

In spéenking on “The Dignity of the 
Human Body,” yesterday morning, be- 
fore the graduating clase of the Los 
Angeles School of Osteopathy the 
First Baptist Church, Rev. A.

This con- 
tempt of the human body prevails to 
an miarming extent in our own day.

“Neglect of the body is a cardinal 
sin, while physical reverente has ra- 
tional and revealed justification. Civi- 
lization, with its industry and intelli- 
gence, is chiefly concerned in caring for 
the bodies of men. 

“Man's body stands et the head of 
all material creation and contains an 
epitomized history of the creative acts 
of God. The entire past, with all its 
processes, lives in him. 

“We know little of Christianity out- 
side the bodies of men. Christian prin- 
ciples manifest themselves through hu- 
man les. manifested Himself 
in a human body. 

“Another notable fact is that our 
Lord spent seo much time in minister- 
to the bodies of men. used 
His miraculous power to feed the hun- 
gry and heal the sick. .He bore our 
sins in His own own body on the tree. 

“‘Glorify God in your body and in 
your spirit, which are God's,’ is an 
apostolic injunction. In this day of 
carnality and crime, venality and vice, 
clarion the call to present our bodies 
a living sacrifice, holy and acceptable 
— God, which is our reasonable serv- 
ce. 

“It is this conception of the divine 
dignity of the human body which In- 
vests the medical profession with such 
sacred. significance. Christianity pro- 
Claims a gospel of health and reaches 
its noble and perfect ideal in the utter 
destruction of physical evil, the cessa- 


tion of human pain and the ex- 
of sickness, and 


In Memory of Dead. 

Rev. C. C. Pierce, at the Memorial 
Baptist Church yesterday morning, de- 
livered a Memoria! Day sermon, speak- 
ing in memory of those of his own 
church, and of all departed friends. 

“There is an ineradicable instinct,” 
he said, “within the human eart 
which leads all men to desire to be 
remembered after they have passed 
from the scenes of their visible life. 
Even Christ seems to have shared this 
feeling, when He said to His disciples:

“We honor the soldiers who feil in 
the great wer for. Union. ts 
for us to 1 the tnestimaBle: debt 
of gratitude which this nation owes 
to these heroes, and we ought to re- 
member that while we heave profited 
by their sacrifice, they call loudly to 
us from the past to also devote our 
lives to the cause of our nation and 
to the advancement of the race. The 
man who sits down selfishly enjoying 
the advantages that have been pur- 
chased for him by the IMfe of 
some one else, and seeks to escape 
making himself a contribution to the 
cause of humanity, ful, 
dishonest, and ungenerous burden 
upon human society. 

“Those men who heroically fell that 
this nation. might live, ve wus the 
only true Tramme of life and no- 
bility, and this is that every life should 
to the full extent of its influence and 
power become a sacrifice to the cause 
of the race. 

“On Memorial Day we ought not 
only to recall those who feli in the 
great civil strife of forty years ago, 
but all the nobles ones who, on any 
battlefield of all the past, have given 
their lives on the altar of human. 
progress. And not only those who have 
died on battlefields, but those who 
have struggled, and served and toiled 
and died and fought along other lines, 
devoting their lives as a noble con- 
tribution to the service of humanity. 
“The day should be kept as one of 
solernn thanksgiving, of devout appre- 
clation, and in an earnest desire to so 
live and guide the forces of our own 
lives that we may not only share in 
the advantages which others have pro- 
cured for us, but share with them be- 
cause we, too, are making a contribu- 
tion to the cause of humanity. It is 
a giorious thing to feel at one, at home 
with the noble and the good and the 
brave and the true of every nation and 
every age. and to feel that even In a 
slig@ht way we are doing our part in 
the noble cause for which they lived 
and died.” 


Which Country? 

At the Universalist services in Cum- 
nock Hall yesterday, Rev. C. Ellwood 
Nash, D.D., spoke of three types of 
patriotism. He said, in part: 

This annual Mentorial Day calls not 
only for our dest tribute of honor and 
appreciation ‘to the heroes of battle, 
but also for study and emphasis of 
the principles of patriotism as these 
are developing with the march of man. 
“Two supreme considerations justify 


the laudation we give to the American 
soldier, especially the veteran of the 
War of the Rebellion. First, the un- 
selfishness of the motive which anl- 
mated hing; second, the unselfishness of 
the cause*he served. 

“Calculations of personal interest do 
sometimes and to some degree enter 
into the patriot’s impulse, but, on the 
whole, they constitute a minor and 
negligible influence. It is not his pri- 
vate advantage he seeks to promote, 
nor even that of his family or class, 
except as these are invo'ved with the 
welfare of the whole. His country is 
no section, no clan, but all that lies 
within the national borders, and he 
offers himself a sacrifice that the ideals 
and institutions which conserve the 
interests of all alike may be main- 
tained.

Recent events, however, would indi- 
cate that Germany is the heaviest 
purchaser, using nickel as the resist- 
ing base of steel plates for battleships. 
This information may lead to some 
law that will reserve nickel for the 
exclusive use of British warships. 

It i# said the imperial policy will 
probably cause an immediate investi- 
gation into the matter, and for pur- 
poses of national defense, limit the 
sale of Canadian nickel to countries 
in the British empire. |
